Petition 18-004: Comprehensive Plan Amendment—Land Use Map 

Applicant:  Village of Sugar Grove 

 

Chairman Ochsenschlager called the public hearing to order at 7:02p.m. and administered 

the oath to all in attendance who wished to speak. 

 

Walter Magdziarz, Community Development Director, representing the Applicant, 

described the purposes and nature of the proposed amendment.  The amendment is 

limited to a small area of the Land Use Map and is a change intended to reflect changing 

market and economic conditions and still remain faithful to the overall goals and 

objectives of the Comprehensive Plan.  The proposed changes affect a small amount of 

land in the vicinity of the IL 47-Interstate 88 interchange and are intended to provide 

more choice and option for the land owners and the Village as land use changes in the 

area in the future. 
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Mr. Dan Olsem, Vice President, Crown Community Development, is a land owner 

affected by the proposed changes and expressed support for the changes proposed by the 

Village.

Petition 18-005: Zoning Ordinance Text Amendment—Liquor Uses

Walter Magdziarz, Community Development Director, representing the Applicant, 

described the proposed amendment.  Since uses involving the sale or consumption of 

liquor require a liquor license, and the liquor license is granted at the sole discretion of 

the Village Board, Village staff is recommending removing the Special Use permit 

requirement for all liquor uses.
